A copy of the Secretary’s letter, dated April 2U, 1962, 
transmitting the proposed bill to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives is enclosed. An identical letter was sent to the 
President of the Senate on the same date. 

We understand that the Central Intelligence Agency can not 
openly testify and support this proposed bill, but we hope that 
you have means to give it informal support.
